She sp >k« with conoid 
erable erupWis an I very dittiaot art i 
culation. As she en >k.> her eyes 
■napped and glowed. She took her 
bonnet of! immediately, took from her 
reticule a aock at some stage of c»ra 
pletion, aatdown upon the most c m 
venient chair, regardless of it* com- 
fort, and began to knit very rapidly 
You now had time to notice her more 
cloeely; you sa- a small head and 
face under the white cap, hair alrawt 
white, but still very much inclined to 
curl.

Dear Edi ton Securing a CbineFe 
guide we spent five hours in taking <'n 
the windors of these Chinese quarters 
livery town and city in California hr I 
i's Chinatowu. A ipcciftad locality 
is sft apart for them and there they 
Surld their store and KfidoMMj and 
'i'.-o Tba moBt of them livsj in their 
stores', rr in Ogljr, filthy tenements 
ThoChincze are not clean, by birth or 
nature. They are a'l hnrn gresay and 
lie (Tieass I i Sin Fran^isci Chinese 
o/isrterr' <• ivn twenty large business 
' looks. They have somo very fin- 
hnilding*, and there are several roi'- 
li nsirrs among tbe IftJ thousand if 
oonn'sti n. 

Tiere are twenty one factories in 
Sin Franci»co where loose fitting ai d 
difap garments are made, such is 
olougen and overalls. In each ono of 
liese factories there are from oO to 75 
hinanien employed as Mttwa, but 
n hole msk«rs, and eewiog msohine 
>perators. No other help is employed, 
tad no females. They work by the 
iiirce and earn from 50 cents to 11.00 
oer day. They arc said to be swift 
vorkmen, do their work well, and are 
'ober and sieady. 

Their j ss houses, or places of wor 
-hip are usually on the upper fl >ors of 
buildings. They are small, even the 
largest ones not more than 40 by 75 
,'eet. None of them have salts. The 
'hinese do no preaching. There is no 
propoundiug or expounding the word 
>f Cod. They have gods, be surf, 
many of them, but they li9ve no Ui- 
hles, no p-ayer'books, BO hymnnls, no 
Sunday schools, nor pray >r MMttn '- , 
nor conferences. They are heatbeTs, 
pure and simple, and are largely gov 
erned by superstition. While I was 
ifl the largest j >ss house some penitent 
came in aud bowed and humbled them 
selves before a god whom they sup- 
posed might assuage their grief. In 
the j iss house in question there were 
eighteen female and eight m de gods 
Some were ca't in brass and copper, 
and others were elaborately carved 
out of wood. The sculpture was hid 
pous, each image having b>en pattern 
ed after a demon, I should judge. If 
a mother hss a bab3 that is ill and 
gives her much trouble she never dopa 
it with Castoria, but brings it to tl e 
joai hmise and bows acd courtesies be 
fore the god, who is said to personate 
a certain Caiaamin who lived many 
thousand years ago, and who cried 
himself to death when bis mother died 
If bowing before this wooden image 
does not cure the c die in a Chinese 
baby it is said there is no help for the 
little slant eyed heathen. 



There were sime baautiful pieces of 
carved work in this joss house— and 
some very expensive vases and pic 
tures. The j"ss house is al way e kept 
open. When worshipers come in, 
which they are doing constantly, they 
must burn punk if tbey may hope for 
relief from tbe gods. This is on sale 
by an attcudant at 25 cents por pack 
age. Visitors are also expected to 
purchase a supply to help along tbe 
heathen cause. A quarters worth is 
uone too much to get satisfactory re> 
eults. The central and ch'ef god in 
this joss house isQuan Gon, the coud 
terpart of a celebrated general who 
lived thiee tnnu^ind year3 ago, next 
to him in importance and power is De 
Fong Bio. All the other 24 gods are 
ot lesser importance. 

The Chinese have a superstition 
that if a acr p of paper bearing a Chi 
nese inscription is dropped on the 
street it will bring them bad luck; ac 
cordingly such a thing is never found 
Kvery scrap of waste paper is careful 
ly picked up anJ deposited in recepta 
cles for that purpose, conveniently lo 
catcd, and at certain times it is all ga 
thered, burned in a heap and oast in 
San Francisco bay. By so doing the 
devils are kept at bay and everything 
moves along lovely. 

A Chinese printing oflioe interested 
me and ao I visited the office of the 
only Chinese newspaper in Sau Fran 
cisco. I called for the editor, but he 
could not be found. I then asked 
tor the manager, but no one 'aaveyd. 
There wsa a poney cylinder pren, a 
small platen press and several cases 
containing types of various sizes, in 
the rooms, but no one was composing, 
and in fact but one in the office was 
engsged. A dozen men were sitting 
around on chain and beoohea smok- 
ing, but whether they were callers or 
employes I was unable to learn. One 
young man, however was underlaying 
a 12 point terra by cutting and stick

It is not generally known that at 

the approaching election the people 
are called upon to vote for or against 
a constitutional amendment.

••The general assembly may by 
general lawspnvida for taxation by 
municipalities of property other than 
lands and improvements thereon 
based on income, license, or fran 
chises which may be either in addi- 
tion to or in lieu of ad valorem taxes 
thereon." 

As the cities and towns already 
have the right to impose license tax, 
it seems unnecessary to give them 
power to go any further, and i 
seems to us that the < 'milk in the 
cocoanut" is found in the last clause 
of this proposed amendment, which 
reads: "or in lieu of ad valorem tax 
cs thereon." From this it seems that 
some of the big concerns want a way 
opened whereby they may be excus 
ed from paying an ad valorem tax, 
like other property, and permitted to 
pay a license tax. We had a sample 
of this a few years ago, when the 
banks wero taxed on their capital 
stock and thereby escaped taxation 
as other property is taxed; and when 
they were called upon to pay taxes 
like other property they claimed that 
this privilege of theirs, whereby they 
escaped just taxation, was a vested 
right and could not be disturbed. 
This proposed amendment has the 
appearance of opening the wayf >: a 
similar dodge in the towns and cities 
••Equal rights to all and exclusive 
privileges to none" is a mighty good 
maxim to stand by, and if endorsed 
by the people the proposed amend- 
ment will be voted down.

W ird would surprise you by telling 
lie day of this occurence, often men 
ioning the exact time by the clock, 
f^he Hked statistics arid was very ex- 
act as to time, place and quantity. 
She was a vivacious talker, and this, 
with her fine memory, made her an in 
foresting companion. 

Psychologist* are getting to be fond 
of the "iron rule," "as ye will it, so 
be it unto you." Thi* was more clear 
ly exemplified in her than in any oth 
er person I hero known. 

Over her ft elings, appetites and de- 
sires she hel 1 an absolute despotism 
She ate, (hank, slept, waked and wan 
well pceording to her own decree. 
When she concluded'to go, she went; 
*hen she saw fit to come, she came. 
Obstacles need not get in her way, if 
she could not get around them, she 
would go over or through. 

She knew no such thing as fear, ei 
ther physical or moral, she always ac 
ted from other motives. She went 
about a great deal and often rode long 
distances alone, frequently after night 
when the country was almost an un 
broken forest and inhabited by many 
wild animals. She often encountered 
dangers from bad roads, falling tim 
ber and swollen streams, but I never 
heard of her failing to reach her des- 
tination. One night she was called 
to see a woman who was sick. She 
went in company with the man who 
had called for her. It was dark and 
raining. When they reached a creek 
they would have to cross, they found 
it so swollen that it would swim thei 
horses. It looked so swift and angry 
that the man was afraid to cross it, 
and proposed to her that the ride som 
miles up the creek to a better ford 
She said she was afraid the 
might die before they would get there 
but told him to go on to the other 
ford; he did not want to leave her 
but with her imperious way she start 
ed him on. She was tiding "Light 
foot," a favorite mare in which she 
felt a great deal of confidence. Sh 
got down,. fastened up the bridle and 
drove her into the water, then she 
said, "I just laid hold of her and she 
took me over." . 

At another time when she wan about 
ninety years old, one of her grand- 
sous who is now present went for her; 
she rode back behind him, a way she 
often did when most convenient. 
Again it was dark and raining. He 
said to her, "Grandmother, by the 
time we get back to the creek I ex- 
pect it will be swimming; what shall 
we do about it?" "Just ride right in," 
she said, so he did, and with both on 
the horse they got a good drenching, 
but she hung on and came safely 
over. 

At another time a man by the name 
of Sam Barnett, if I have not forgot- 
ten, ctme for her. not finding ber at 
home he started back in a great hurry 
On neariog home he looked across the 
fields and saw a woman tiding under 
whip in the direction of his house. 
Coming to a fence she scarcely slacked 
speed, but reining her horse she took 
it with a flying leap and tore on like 
the wind. Not knowing who she was 
and thinking something terrible was 
the matter, he laid whip to his horse 
and sped on as fast as possible. When 
he reached home he found Lightfoot 
at the gate and Grandmother in the 
house. Coming home soon after he 
left and being told that he had come 
for her in a great hurry, without get- 
ting off her horse she started a near 
way, and by taking woods, fields and 
fences as they came she had beaten 
him there. I give these incidents to 
show her fearless devotion to duty 
and her care for the welfare of ethers, 
Many similar ones could be told. 

You will be surprised after what I 
have said of her to learn that she was 
superstitious— believed in ghost*, wit- 
ches and all such things. I think she 
was not superstitious by nature, but 
by education. It was the accepted be 
lief of the time* and she endorsed 
them just a* we endorse theories that 
th« light of future years will prove to 
be erroneous. Though she thought 
she had encountered both ghosts and 
witches a number of times, she felt 
no morbid fear ot them. They might 
ride broomsticks through the air a* 
much a* they pleased, if they would 
only stay out of the churn and let 
Lightfoot alone. She came often to 
visit my Grandmother Wheeler, who 
was near her own age, and they would 
sit up quite late recounting the inci- 
dents of their past lives. With chil- 
dren's love for the marvelous we were 
always delighted when they would get 
started to talking ot such thing*, ev- 
en though the ramembrauce of their 
stories did keep our head* under the 
uilt all night. One story I particu- 
larly enjoyed hearing her tell. One 
night *he had occasion to come from 
some point in Union county home. A 
man came with her a* far a* Piney 
bridge. As they were passing an old 
waste house, suddenly there appeared 
in the road behind them a black ob- 
ject, something like a dog ret not like 
a dog. Sometime* it would appear to 

grow taller and look like a dnrkakng-

She read her Bible a great deal and 
had implicit faith in it. She trusted 
God a* a little child trusts its father 
When she would tell of her louely 
ridee we would ask, "Grand motner, 
were you not afraid?" she would al- 
most always say, "I knew the Good 
One. would take care of me." She 
was the first woman that I ever saw 
ask a blessing at the table; this she 
always did, no matter where she was 
if there was no man present that was 
in the habit of asking a blessing .she 
did not seem to tire of life or lose in 
terest in things of the world; but for 
a number of years before she died, 
with beaming eyes she would speak 
of going to the "goodly land." just 
as vou or 1 might speak of making a 
pleasant jiurney. She was rarely 
sick; she hot* p»iu and disappoint 
ment with the stoicism of an lodian 
I have no recollection of ever sceiDg 
her lie down in the daytime until 1 
saw her on her deathbed; then she 
was sick but a short time, when qui- 
etly and cheerfully she went at Gods 
call. 

She bad many virtues; I do not 
think her faultless, but so far as 1 
know and am able to jidgo, .her 
greatest faults resulted 1 from carry- 
ing good traits to too great an ex- 
treme, She ia an ancestor of whom 
we may all feel proud, and whose 
virtues we can well afford to emu- 
late.
